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REMARKS 

Cla- ms 13-24 are rejected under 35 U.8.C. § 1 12. ^1econd paragraph, as being indefinte 
for ttie rea^ns noted in the official action. Claims 1 3 ana 21 are accortiingly amended, by the 
above claU-i amendments, and the presently pending claims are now believed to particularly 
point out an-d distinctly claim the subject matter regarded r.s the invention, thereby overcoming 
all of the raised § 1 12, second paragraph, rejections. 

Claims 13 and 16-22 are rejected, under 35 U.S. -. § 102(b), as being anticipated by 
Ueda etal. ' 510. The Applicant acknowledges and respeciifullytravereesthe raised anticipatory 
rejectbn in ; /lew of the following remarks. 

As tie Examiner is aware, in order to properly sur^>port an anticipation rejection under 
35 U.S.C. § 1 02(b). the cited reference must disclose eadi and every limitation of the rejected 
sclaim. The Applicant has amended claim 13 to more cie>irly recite the feature of the present 
^invention d.^ribing. . .a variator (2, 3. 23) transmisfeion for continuously variable ratio 
iadjustment rand transferring power sequentially in series t d a multi-step transmission (4). . 
This f^re of a sequential, in series arrangement of the Applicant's CVT and planetaiy gear 
is patucular./ different from Ueda et al. SIO which disteloses only a parallel, power split 
transrn-'ssior Support for such a consecutive, in series ar.'angement of the present invention 
is clearly sh«..wn in the disclosed embodimant(s) of the pr^nt Invention of Figs. 1-4. 

Unlike the series arrangement of the present Irwentt^n. what is specifically disclosed by 
Ueda at al. ilO Is a parallel distribution of torque from thercontinuously variable transmission 
(CVT)totheolanetarygear. As described in Ueda etal. 'Si-O in the Summary of the Invention, 
at colunn 2. ;ines 7-13. the reference relates to 

'a cor^tinuously variable transmission, of a type having a toroidal transmission 
unit nounted on an input shaft through which entjine torque is input to the 
<3ontiruously variable transmission and a planetaryi;gear mechanism mounted 
on an output shaft through which torque is output from the continuously variable 
transF.iission In parallel to the input shaft. . .". 
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In ether words, Ueda et al. '51 0 relates particul^ to a "power split CVT" haying (1) 
a fiRi torqje path running through the toroidal-transmfcjsion and (2) a second torque path 
branching off in front of the toroidal transmission through output gear 12. idle gear20 and input 
gear 21 via clutch 25 to the carrier 1 9 and output shaft 1 5Mn a low gear mode and, in a reverse 
gear mode, this power split is merged or combined irf the planetary gear transmission 3 
; by the canier 19 and the sun gear 16 as explained at. column 4 lines 18-26. Therefore. 
Ueda 3t al. 51 0 does not disclose, teach or even suggest! ". . .a variator (2, 3. 23) transmission 
for oxitinuously variable ratio adjustment and transferriing power sequentiaHy in series to a 
■ multi.r.tep bensmission (4). . as now specifically recited^ in claim 13 and. therefore, claim 13 
. is believed "o be allowable. 

Clalins 14-15 and 23-24 are rejected, under 35 U..^;.C. § 103(a). as being unpatentable 
over Ueda e t al. '510 in view of Tal<ada et al. ^518. As claim 13 is now believed to be allowable 
dn viev/ of tie above amendment, and claims 14-24 depend either dirBcMy or indirectly on 
^daim 13, those darms are believed to be allowable as we% and thus no further discussion with 
rrespect to tl!» obviousness rejection is provided. 

If airy further amendment to this application i; believed necessary to advance 
.prosecution, and place this case in allowable form, the Examiner is courteously solicited to 
contact the undersigned representative of the Applicant t© discuss the same. 

In view ofthe above amendments and remarits, it IsUespectfully submitted that all of the 
raisec anticipation and obviousness rejections should be wli;hdrawn at this time. If the Examiner 
disagirees wlii the Apptlcanf s view concerning the withdrawal of the outstanding rejections or 
applicability of the Ueda et al. '510. the Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to indicate 
the specific passage or passages, or the drawing or drawings, which contain the necessary 
teaching. suMgestion and/or disclosure required by case lnw. As such teaching, suggestion 
and/or discrc^ure is not present In the applied referencEs. the raised rejection should be 
Withdrafwn atthis time. Alternatively, if the Examiner is relyng on his/her expertise in this field, 
the Applican; respectfully requests the Examiner to ent^r an affidavit substantiating the
